At the start, we must admit that 
the citizens of New Jersey either 
are. interested in the extension and 
consolidation of democracy, or they 
are more or less content to stand 
by while democratic attitudes, 
ideas, ways and procedures are 
gradually undermined and render- 
ed meaningless.
